REFORMS IN TURKEY. 

Resolutions Adopted by U. S. Senate and 
House of Representatives Demanding 
Protection and Security for Citizens. 

W.vsni.NdTON, .Tail. 27. — The house of 
representatives to-da-y after an inter- 
esting four hours' debate, adopted the 
resolutions passed by the senate last 
week, calling on tbe powers signatory to 
the treat}' of Berlin to enforce the re- 
forms in Turkey guaranteed to the Chris- 
tian .Vrmenians and pledging the sup- 
port of congress to the President in tlie 
most vigorous action be might take for 
tlio protection and security of American 
citizens in Turkey. The house commit- 
tee had preiiared Some resolutions on the 
same subject, but it was deemed advis- 
alile, after the senate resolutions reached 
the lioiiKC to-day, to substitute them for 
those prejiared "by the committee. 

Mr. Hepburn," of Iowa, proposed to 
give tbe Turkish minister his passports 
and sever diplomatic relations with 
Turkey. His remarks denouncing tbe 
Turkish outrages and charging that the 
Powers signatory to the treaty of I5erlin 
were actuated from political and other 
considerations in maintaining the 
" balance " of power in iMistern Kurope, 
were received with great enthusiasm, 
and at one time it looked as if the 
house micht be carried to bis way of 
thinking. But on the counsel of Mr. Hitt 
not to take rash action in the course 
which he pointed out the dire con- 
sequences that might result from the 
severance of diplomatic relations with a 
friendly jiower that had fulfilled her 
treaty oljliglitions to the United States, 
the |)ro))osition was overwhelmingly 
dei(!ated by a vote of 121 to I'.l. 

Mr. Hailey opposed the resolution on 
the grounil "that it would be improper 
for tlio rnited States to insult the ])ar- 
ties til the treaty of Berlin by intimating 
that they had not carried out their obli- 
gations. Mr. Turner, of (leorgia, took 
a similar view, and ^Ir. tlrosvenor, of 
Ohio, characterized the resolntions ai 
"incomplete, inefficient and unworthy,' 
and requested the committee to witii 
draw them. They were finally passed, 
however, by a vote of 143 to 26, after a 
motion of Mr. Bailey to send them to the 
committee had been defeated by 65 
to 10,

An Amalfi:aaiatiou With tlio "Friendly 
Help " Proposed - OfRcers 
for 1896. 



The desirability of joining liands with 
the Friendly Ilel]) AsHociution, wliich 
luis done much toward relieving distress 
in this city during the past twelve 
inontlia, was vigorously discussed in all 
its lieiirliifis at the annual general meet- 
ing of the British Colunibia lionevolent 
Society yesterday afternoon. Mr. 13. 

I'earse, who introduced the debate, 
strongly favored iin amalgamation of tlie 
two societies, or a union of interests at 
all events, and to bring the (juestion to 
an it^sno introduced the following reso- 
lution, which found a seconder in Mr. 
I). H. Koss and was ultinuitely adopted: 

"Tliata coniniittee of the Britisli Col- 
umbia .Society be apiiointed to confer, 
with the charity committee of the 
Friendly Help Association, as to the tr\vo 
institutions uniting for the better ac- 
complishment of jiie cliaritable objects 
sought by both." 

This committee was named by the 
president, to include Messrs. B. W. 
Pearse, Alexander Wilsrn and J). If. 
Ross, and no time will be lost by them 
in entering upon the work assigned to 
them, .Secretary Mason having been re- 
(|ue.sted to communicate with llie secre- 
tary of the Friendly Help to-day, ar- 
ranging for the desired interview. 

ilr. Alexander Wilson in giving hia 
views on the pro[)oseil amalgama- 
tion yesterday, put himself on record as 
favoring a continuance of the lienevolent 
Society's work upon the systemj of the 
past, the society remaining separate 
from any other association and making 
an earnest appeal to the public for funds 
with which to prosecute its iiood work. 
Kev. Canon Beanlands, while approving 
of working in harmony with the ladies, 
thought that the movement for change 
should be in the direction of segregation 
rather than amalgamation, so tliat the 
women would look after the women's 
work exclusively, and the men, men's 
work in the practical charities in which 
all were e(iuali\' interested. Mr. \V. C. 
Ward pointed out that tlie Benevolent 
.Society had had a ladies' auxiliary in 
the past, ami thought that better results 
could be accomplished by a union of 
ellbrts than by the present independence 
of action. 

On the taking up (jf the regular busi- 
ness for which yesterday's meeting had 
been convened, the president of the so- 
ciety, Mr. T. J. Burnes, presented his 
annual report, which wa.s as follows: 

" On the 2nd of this month the Brit- 
ish Columbia Benevolent Society reach- 
ed i^ 24th anniversary. During the 
j'ear just past I am happy to report that 
a revival of business and better times 
have been ai)parent, and poverty in the 
community lias been coinjKirativoly 
.small. lake every other ])lace in the 
world, however, no matter how pros])er- 
ous, we have always amongst us our 
share of jioor peoi)le, who from \ari(jus 
causes over wliich they have no control 
are overtaken liy want. And ','nly tlio?e 
wlio sull'er can tell the bitter experieiu'e 
of hunger, witli their children I'.rying for 
food, and nothing in the larder; cold 
winter niglita and no coal and issulli- 
cient covering, as well as many other 
snfl'eringH. 

" It is therefore the duty of the more 
fortunate to render assistance to their 
fellow'beinge in need and distress, and 
the British Columbia Benevolent Soci- 
ety was established as a medium through 
which to carry out the benevolent in- 
tentions of tiio public in a practical and 
intelligent manner. During tlie year 
ISIT), ISli relief order.s have been given, 
and while the society baa done much to 
relieve what distress was brought under 
its notice, it has Ijeen found that ow- 
ing to tlie severity of tile win- 
ter the want of coal anioiiL'st 
the I'.'xir was luucli felt an<l this 
reiiuired liie outlay of consiilerahle 
money, having to be paid for in ad- 
vance. 1 need not say how acceptable a 
donation of this precious commodity — 
coal — to tlie jjoor would be. The rich 
mine owners who have given nothing to 
tlie Society for the past year i hope will 
liear tliis in mind. 

" The total amount expended for re- 
lief is $000.20; the subscriptions and 
donations $536.05; and as will be seen by 
the statement of the secretary-treasurer 
the b:ilance to commence the new year 
with is $lb"i..')7. I \V(Jiild urg(^ ujion the 
benex.iient ami ('haritably niimled peo- 
ple 111 this conininnity In give their sup- 
pmt tcMliis mIiI established society, and 
to reiiie III her that its governing principle 
ispraciieal benevolence without regard 
to creed, color or nationality. In con-

A DEVIOUS COURSE. 

Is there anyone in the Liberal party 
or out of the Liberal ptirty who can say 
with anything like delhiiteiie.ss and cer- 
titude wliat is the Lllienil ti-ade pidiey 
at this jiresetit nioiiiont? The leadiT uf 
the party has asMiiiit.'d ko many atti- 
tudes with regard tu that poHcy and it 
has been defined in so ninny dill'eient 
ways by Liberal journals and Liberal 
politieians that it has for some time 
been really impossible to say where the 
Cirits stand with regard to trade and 
commerce'. 

After con.sidcraljle vacillation they 
called a halt at unrestricted recii)rocity. 
Tt was at that point that they stood at 
the general election of 1891 . The elec- 
tions were contested on that issue. At 
the nioment many of the clectorK did 
not see all that unrestricted reciprocity 
incant, and the (irits, ilujii^ii in a luin- 
ority. iiollnl a very lair vote, lint when 
the country liad time torelleetand when 
the consideration by the Liberals of the 
subject wasaided bythe Hon. Mr. Blake's 
letter giving liis reasons why he had not 
been jilile to work with the Liberals in 
tliat election, there was tt marked 
change in jnililii' oi)inioii. The rcHiilts 
of the bye-elections made tliis plain. 
The Grits lost terribly in the elections 
held to fill the seats made vacant by the 
decisions of the election courts. 

The policy of unrestricted reciprocity 
which tlie Liberal Leader declared he 
■would continue to advocate tintil il Ijc- 
caine the jxilicy oi the Doiiiinion, was | 
abandoned imniciliatcly alter thegeneral 
election. Mr. l^aurier and liis lieu- 
tenants dropped it like a hot potato and 
it hits not been taken up since. 

Then the Grits, after a short test, (ikjI; 
•■up the cry of free trade. Free traiU' was 
advocated by their orators on the stumji 
and by tlicir I'ditiirs in the newsjiapers. 
For a time tlie whole ])arty ironi the 
leader downwards appeared to have 
fallen in love with free trade. But it 
was found that free trade would not 
take even among tlie Liberals without 
some iinalili(^atioii. I'"ree Traile ami 
direct t:ixation v. a.s loo strong a dose lor 
the Grit ^r.'lIllal■h. iMiidinu' this out tlie 
Leader l;a<l ;i Imiipv hoiiglil 
and liegiin to advocate "tree 
trade as it is in England," and that, too, 
only as "an ideal." This was, it was 
thought, conveniently indelinite and 
might be interpreted to suit the circum- 
stances of any locality. Hritish free 
trade accordingly was lor a tinif pujni- 
lar in many Grit c(institni;ncies. Hut 
itH popnhirity was evani'scent. It was 
found that there were many hilierals 
who did not want free trade of any kind 
in theirs. They were straight piotec- 
tionists, and were neither afraid nor 
ashamed to jiroclaim their faith. Gon- 
seiiuentlv as tlie time of election drew 
netir the words "free trade" were 
less and less used by lirit speakers 
and Grit writers. It was, in fact, found 
inconvenient by the Grits to discuss the 
trade question at all, so that now when 
the general election cannot be far off it 
is really impossible to tell where the 
Grits stand on that question. Every 
Grit politician and every (irit editor 
.seems t.) lie allowed a free hand on all 
matters relating to trade, lie may ad- 
vocate free trade in places where fret: 
trade appears to be popular and ho may 
advocate a policy wliich cannot lie <liH- 
tinguiahed from protection in cotiKtitti- 
onclea where free trade is clearly olino-x- 
ious to the majority of the electors. 

.'Vnyone curious in such matters may, 
by examining the liles of the localGrit 
organ, trace with the utmost case the 
diflferent phases of the Grit policy on 
thn trade question. He will be able to 
tell -almost to a day when the policy of 
nnreatricted reciprocity was di'opped and 



when " free trade as they have in Eng- 
land " was taken up. It will be amus- 
ing for hi m tomark how free trade became 
less and less distinctively the policy of 
the Grits until it appeared so near 
to protection that it is a matter 
of great difficulty to see tlin dif- 
ference between them. The (act 
of the matter is tlie Grits as a party 
have now no distinctive jiolicy on the 
trade (itiestion. They are, in a bad 
sense, all things to all men in order that 
they may gam votes. To the free 
trader they show a strong tendency to 
free trade, and to the protectionist they 
are so pleasant and make so many ad- 
missions as to lead liim to believe that 
they are alter all on his side. But the 
latter cannot, even if he t.ied, forget 
that Liberals were the other day the 
strongest denouncers of protection, and 
that they advocated a trade policy for 
Canada wliich was objected to by the 
ablest of their leaders because it led to 
annexation. 



THE LITTLE BUSY M.P. 

jNIr. .losoph ^[artin wherever he is is 
industrious, lie has an active mind and 
it mnat liave eniploynient of some kind 
or another. The Grila of Victoria know 
this very well. When he came here to 
lend them a hand in the work of defeat- 
ing Col. Prior he did not spend an idle 
moment. He was kept busy morning, 
noon and night. It is more than sus- 
pected (liitt some of the clever st'liemes 
oi the Gpiiosition wtu'e of his devising. 
It is well known that he wiis niost zeal- 
ous in his ellbrts to convince voters on 
the day of election that the ttdegram 
announcing that the Governor-General 
had called in Mr. Laurier was not only 
genuine but that the information it con- 
tained was true. 

Mr. Martin's friends in \'ii'toria must 
lie pletiseil to see tluit liis interest in the 
election is still lively and that lie has 
been asking the government (inestions 
with regard to it. One of the questions 
which he is reported to have asked has 
become a standing joke in Victoria. This 
is it, " Is Col. I'rior a Cabinet Minis- 
ter?'' The scepticism of the Grits on 
this subject wfis phenonional and not 
very creditablt> to their intelligence. Jt 
was we presume to keep them in 
countenance that Mr. Martin 
good-naturedly interrogated tlie 
minister. The i|tiestion which he 
asked with regard to a message which 
liis Honor ( iovernor Dewdiiey was 
alk'Lred to have wired the Premier rela- 
tive to an accomplished fact was evi- 
dently put with the same object. Mr. 
Martin must have known all along that 
Col. Prior was appointed to a seat in the 
Cabinet, and ho also knew that there 
(■onld be no politics in the question to 
wliich the telegram to Col. I'rior was an 
answer. 'Whatever o])inioii may be en- 
tertaiiieil of iNIr. .loseph Martin as a 
jiolitician, no one believes that ho is 
either a fool or an ignoramus. He is no 
doubt industrious on principle, tor he 
has not forgotten that " Satun finds some 
mischief still for idle hands to dov" 



preached one on each side and seized 
him. Meanwhile another gendarme 
held to the middle of the wretched 
man's hands the glowing spit. While 
his fleah was thus burning the victim 
shouted out iu agony " For the love of 
God kill me at once." 

Then the executioner.? removing the 
hot siiit fi'om bis hands applied it to 
his breast, then to his back, bis 
face, his feel and other parts. 
After this they furred ojien Jiis 
mouth, and burned his tongue with red 
iiut pincers. During these inhuman 
operations Azo fainted llireo several 
times, but on rccoveriii!.; consciousness 
maintained the gaine iiillexihility of pur- 
pose. J^loanwliile in the ad joinint: apart- 
ment a heartrending scene was being en- 
!U:ted. The women and the children, 
terrified ijy the groans and cries of the 
tortured man, fainted. When they re- 
vived lliey endeavored to rush out and 
call for help, but the gendarmes sta- 
tioned at the door barred their passage, 
and brutally pushed them back. 

SOBER SECOND THOUGHT. 

A great deal has been said and written 
about Senator Davis' resolution affirm- 
ing the ^Monroe doctrine. It was de- 
clared by the jingoes that Senator Davis 
had made that doctriiu'. so comprehen- 
sive, so strong and so liinding that it 
would ensure and establish the suprem- 
acy of the United States on this 
continent for all time to come. 
But it turns out • that this reso- 
lution, after it had been revised 
by the Committee on Foreign All'airs, 
notwithstanding its formidable array of 
legal ttn-nis and its threatening repeti- 
tions, is not ii whit stronger and covers 
no more ground than the original text 
as it appeared in President Monroe's 
message seventy-two years ago. This is 
what the New York Times, which is an 
eiilluisiastic advocate ol the Mmiroedoc- 
trine, .says about the res(jlution in its 
present fonii : 

Senatiir Davis's resohilioii atlirining 
I the Monroe doetriiu' has been strii)peil 
I (d' most of its iiieauing and all of its 
] power tor niiseliicf by a I'ovliintite m<idi- 
lication. 

As reported j-esterdny by the senate 
I committee on foreign all'airs, it cata- 
logues many forms of possible depreda- 
tion upon American territory by liuro- 
I [Hjan powers, some of which do not fall 
j within any true interpretation of the 
j doctrine enunciated by President Mon- 
I roe. But it declares that we shall re- 
gard infringements of these prohibitions 
; as a manifestation of an nnfriendly dia- 
' position ''in any case or instance as to 
which the United Stales shall deem such 
alteinpt to be dangerous to their peace 
I or safety." 



CAN SUCH THINGS BEt 

The .lanuary nunihei of the Contem- 
porary Review (.•onlains an iirticle bear- 
ing llie lille " .\rnienia — An .Vppeal," by 
E. J. Dillon. The appeal is a very 
powerful one, clfietly because there are 
related in it instances of cruelty 
practiced on the defenceless Armenians 
which it is no tigure of speech to term 
diabolical. The airocities which ho re- 
cords and alludes to are unspeakable. 
The Turks anil 'Turds show no mercy. 
Women and cliildren tire tre;ited by 
them with a cruelty which is worse than 
what most jieople regard as hendisb. 

Here is an account of how a man was 
treated because he refused to swear away 
the lives of bis friends and neighbors. 
His name was Azu and lie was ti-ied by 
Turkisb Dliicials. Tbc account is taken 
literally fnnn llii^ report of the British 
\'ic('-( 'onsnl of l''rzeri)U?n : 

.\ wlnile iiiglil was spent in Inrtiiring 
him. lie was first bastinadoed in a 
room close to which his female relatives 
and friends were shut up so that they 
could hear his cries. Then he was 
stripped naked and two poles extending 
from his armpits to the feet were placed 
on each side of his body and tied tightly. 
His arms were next Btretcheil out 
borizontally iind poles arranged 
til sujiport his hainls. This 
living cross was then bound 
to a ])illar and the Hogging began. The 
whips bd't livid tr;ices behind. Tlu^ 
wretched niaii was unable to make the 
sliglitcst iiiovemenl to ease his pain. 
His features alone, hideously distorted, 
revealed the anguish be endured. The 
louder he cried the more heiivily fell the 
whip. Gver and over again he entreat- 
ed his tormentors to put him out of iiain, 
saying: "If you want my death, kill me 
with u bullet, but for God's sake don't 
torture me like this. " His head alone 
bein^ free he at last, maddened by ex- 
orutiating pain, endeavored to dash out 
hia brains against the jiillar, hoiiing 
in this wp.y to end his agony. Hut thi.i 
consummation was hindered by the 
police. They questioned him again; 
liut in s|)ite of his condition A;.o replieil 
as before, " I cannot delile my soul 
with the blootl of innocent people, I am 
it Christiiin." iMiraged at tliis obstinacy 
Talib Ellendi, the Turkish oflicial, order- 
vA the ajiplication of other and more 
olFective Un-tures. Pincers were; fetched 
to jiull out his teeth, but Az.o remaining 
linn this method was not long persisted 
in. Then Talib commanded his servants 
to pluck out the prisoner's mouBtacbioa 
by the roots, oi;e hair at a time. This 
order the gendarmes executed with 
roars of infernal laughter. But this 
treatment proving equally ineffectual 
Talil) instructed his men to 
cauterize the unfortunate victim's 
body. A spit was heated in the fire. 
Azo's arms were freed from their aup- 
j)orts and two brawny policemen ap- 



riial leaves the nuitti'i' )irccisely as il 
is now, and leaves it very well. 

Then: i.s no necessity for pa.'i.sing this 
resolution. T'he Monroi: doctrine i.iay 
safely be left to be declared and ajiplied 
by the l'',xccntive and Congress as occa- 
eions may ari»«. We have got along 
very well I't^r three-iiuurteis of a century 
without any Congressional ilelinition uf 
the Monroe doctrine, allliough niany 
resolutions attempting to dcline it have 
been oU'ered. and .some of them have 
been passeil by one house or the other. 
It would be better if Senator Davis's 
resolution should fail of passage. But 
if Congress must; have its say the resolu 
tion as reported is harmless enough. 

U is notireabi*' that since President 
Cleveland delivered bis extraordimiry 
message many .\iiierii'an statesmen and 
American jouriuifs liave seen tlit! doc- 
trine in a WW light.

Professor Cai'iyle's socoiui lecture of 
the niiiicraloyica.1 course on the subject 
oi "Dix- and Ore Deiioaits," attracted 
anoHier huge and deeply interested 
gatliering fo the Board of Trade room 
last evening. 

Mr, ("arlyle delined ore as rock that 
carried valualde mineral in siillicient 
quantities to pay for working, and said 
that all ores might be classified (l)as 
native ores — the pnrc motal condition : 
(2) oxides — the niotal combined with 
oxygen ; and {;-',) as sulphides — in coiiibi- 
luifion w'itb sai!>hur. Gold, with very 
few exceptions, was found in its native 
state. It might be so associated with 
sulphides that it would be very difhciilt 
to separate. Giold ore that contained a 
great deal of iron pyritea could easily be 
saveii hy amalgamation. 

Silver also occurred a great deal in a 
native or inetalhc sf.ite. Copper was 
rarely found in a initive slate, with the 
exception of the great Lake .Sii]ierior de- 
posiis. At the Calumet and llccla mines, 
the copper was found scattered thnuigb 
the conjrlomerate, and was much easim- 
worked than that in tho pnrc metal 
^ state. Another mineral found in 'the 
! luiro state wa.s siil|)bur, great ( piaiitities 
of which wore mined in Italy, (irapbite 
— pure carbon — wub another mineral 
that Was found in the native stale. A 
good deal of mining of this mineral was 
done near Ottawa. 

Another tnineral often found in its 
native state was mercury. Those men- 
tioiicil were nearly all the 
minerals found in a native state. 
Of miiierals found as oxides iron ore 
is the jiriiicipnl one. ' H" iron ore tlie 
principal v;u-ieties are iiiagiietic hema- 
tite and linionite. Phosphorus and sul- 
phur Were two Common iiiquiritii^s in 
iron ore that lessened its value, .Man- 
ganese W.T9 another example of an oxide 
ore. If found with silver it would lielp 
reduce the smelting charges, ;is a flux. 
Manganese, used in making glass ami 
dyes. Was worth from $300 to $i(iO ii ton, 
if pure, and was found sinnetiiiic.'^ in the 
form of nodules inbe<isof clay. Man- 
ganese was very simiUir to iron. 

( )ther minerals found as o.'cLdes or car- 
bonates were silver, lead, copper, /.i-ic 
and ulnminiiin. Aluminum was a 
metal that w-as the base of all the clays, 
shales and slates; it was very plenti- 
ful, but Very tlitliciill to seiiarate. 
The form hi which most of the metals, 
such as silver, lead, copper, ziiu', mer- 
cury and nickel, seemed to have iirst oc- 
currcil and in which they mostly oc- 
curred at the present was in combina- 
ti(jii Willi sulphur, a.« sulphides. Iron 
was also found in tliis condition, as iron 
pvrites. Tins when found in large de- 
posits was valuable for milling )iur))oscs 
for the production of sulphuric and niti ic 
a(dd. 

The lecturer gave some interesting ex- 
amples of ores ; of the kinds of iron ore 
likely to be most profitable and the 
amount of iron necessary to make it 
pay. Jjy a tabular chart, ore deposits 
were shown to be divided into 
Regular and Irregular. The (ii^at divi- 
sion Was suli-i Ii viilcd as follows: i a i 
Beds, (h; Veins , which lattei' were again 
ilivide(l into f 1) True or lissiire; i i 
P.i'dded): '.''.)

Carlyle di.scussed 
very fully the subject of veins, of the 
widening and narrowing of a vuin in a 
stratum, and of dislocations or faults, 
giving rulcB for determining the direc- 
tion of the fault.

ilos. Mk, TuuNiui rose to say a few 
Words with respect to the formation of 
the new eoverninent during the recess. 
Aa all were avyare this change had been 
necessitated hv the acceptance by Pre 
mier Davie of the office of Chief .lua- 
tice- He very iniicli rop;retted that the 
govei'iuneiit had lll^^t the scrvit'cs of f^i 
able a man, and it was witli very great 
ditlidence that lie (Mr. Turner) had ae 
eepted the responKibility of foriiiint; an 
administration. The loriuer ministers, 
however, had roiiBenled to retain under 
hint tlieir former jiortfolios, and with a 
promise of loyal support from the party 
Kenerally lie iiad Kone on with liis task. 
To till the \ acant odico of Attoriiey-(ien- 
eral, lie had chosen the niember for 
South Victoria, Hon. D. :M. l';berts 
and he felt sure that before this 
session was over all would admit that 
the choice was a wise one. As to the 
policy of the present government, it 
would be to promote the progress and 
prosperity of British Columbia, and any 
pubUc measure to thatefl'ect will receive 
the most careful consideration from the 
governmeiu. Any large [lublic work 
which the C'jiuitry is capable of rarryiii)j 
on, that will ix'siilt in puttiii}^ popula- 
tion upon our unoccupied territory, the 
development of our varied re.sources 
and add generally to its prosperity, will 
receive their best attention. He could 
assure the house that the work of gov- 
erniLient will be carried on in the most 
economical way possible, that the re- 
Sources of the province will be looked 
after very carefully indeed, while recog- 
nizing that eflScientwork must be done 
and proper officers employed. He had 
no doubt tliat the government would re- 
ceive the hearty support of the house in 
their efforts to offer encouragement to 
the opening up of the country, and he 
asked their cordial and loyal support to 
every honest measure brought down. 
(Applause.) 

rjlE .\DDliESS I.V UEPLV. 

Mr. Hukp, in rising to move the ad 
dress in reply to the Lieut.-Governor'i 
speech, expressed the missivings he felt 
as a new member in undertaking this 
important duty. While succeeding the 
present Chief .Justice (5f IJritisli Colum- 
bia ill the representation of Uowicliaii- 
Alberni, hecouhi hardly lie expected to 
fill that i.'entleman's shoes in every sense 
of the word, lor in this assembly that 
gentleiiian's ability and inlluence were 
very strongly felt; but he would not 
yield one ))oint in tlie late Premier's 
favor as to ;lii.s interest in the district. 
Ht; lelt it a great honor to have the con- 
lidence of sd imjKfrtant a constituency, 
wliicli in its material resourix's includes 
every one of the great interests of this 
province — mining, agriculture, timber 
-and fisheries, tie felt that the interests 
of Cowichan-Albemi are bis first consid- 
eration but he did not want to be looked 
Upon as speaking and acting for it alone. 
The address, he considered, represents 
a very important bill of fare, 
and while he held himself free 
to agree or disagree with the 
details of the various measures proposed, 
their general outlines meets witli his 
hearty ajjproval. He believed the i)r(jv- 
in.;e has entered an entirely new era, 
and ellurts should be directed from now 
on to Ijiiildiiig up and developing it on a 
provincial basis, irresiiective of scctinnal 
feelings or other dividing lines. The 
government have promised to dn tlieir 
utDioat in encouraging tliemining in his- 
try,. There are minerals in Alberni as 
well as in Kootenay, Cariboo, Yale and 
.elsewhere, and if the government carry 
oat their pledges in this respect, he 
would feel it his duty, in the interests 
of .■Vlberni, to give them a warm sup- 
port. It is true that the mines there 
are hirgcly prosijects as yet, l)iit enough 
has .ilready been discovered tn warrant 
the hiipL' of a very considerable mining 
dovi'lo|)iiient in the near future. There 
exist the most favm'aljle eondilioiis for 
prosecuting the industry — [ileiity of the 
best timber, good shipping facilities, 
and an inexhaustible supply of coal for 
coking purposes near at hand. The me 
may prove to be of lower grade than tliat 
ill ivootenay, but there are advantages 
which perhaps no other mining district 
In the province enjoys in an equal de- 
gree. Some of the best pacing mines in 
the world to-day, he believed, are low 
grade propositions. 

In speaking of the mineral wealth of 
Alberni district ho could not overlook 
the rich iron deposits on Barclay Sound. 
He had llie best authority for stating 
that the ore carries a very high iier- 
ceiitage of iron and is in verv extensive 
bodies. The importance of this nniy Ije 
understood when it is known that at tUv. 
nrosent time the smelters of Kootenay 
are importing large i|uantities of iron 
for lluxing. In Alberni this is right at 
the water's edge and production is there- 
fore possible on the cheapest scale, it 
beinp; simply necessary, as he under- 
stood, to quarry the ore and place it on 
boats. The essentials for currying on 
blast furnaces and smelters were thus 
Hiipplied in plenty of iron and an ample 
supply of coking coal; and if the gold 
mines' turn out as there is rea.jon to ex- 
iiect tht?re will snring up on liarclay 
Sound or somewhere on the West Coast 
one of the largest iiulustries of this 
province. 

Keferenco having been made in the 



speech to the encouragement of the 
dairy industry, he wished to say that 
this is another matter in which the 
people of his district take especial inter- 
est, and he felt certain that if the i)olicy 
foreshadowed is followed out it will be 
of the greatest possible benefit to every 
part of the province in .vhicli dairyini: 
can be carried on. li there is one tiling 
the province should be able to do which 
in the past it has not done it is to sujiply 
its own dairy requirements. He agreed, 
too, with tlie reference to the ])osilion of 
agriculture as a whole. Tlie farmers of 
this province have had many difliculties 
to contend with, and they are not to-day 
in 60 favorable a position as they should 
be. Their greatest difficulty has not 
been in growing crops hutin disposing of 
them when grown, in tlieir own 
mtykets, where bo much outside produce 
is sold. He believed there should be a 
greater amount of co-operation among 
the farmers with a view to controlling, 
or at least supplying, the home markets. 
More railway communication is needed 
in order to 'hel)) the farmers to bring 
tiieir produce to the trade centres, and 
railway extensions being spoken of in 
the address, he conld assure the govern- 
ment that any reasaiiable projioaition, 
so far as it might ail'ect his district, 
would have the hearty support of the 
people there, wlio would justify liim in 
aiding every other part of the province 
in the same way. While on this subject 
he would for a moment allude to the 
proposal for extending settlement on the 
small holdings plan. He did not know 
just to what extent the government in- 
tend following out this policy or how 
they intend to apply it, but he felt cer- 
tain that, on general principles, it is the 
one best adapted to the re- 
quirements of the province, whose 
settlements are too far apart, while 
considering the nature of the country 
the holdings are too large. If settlers 
were more concentrated in suitable lo- 
calities, the M'ork of administering their 
affairs would be much easier and less 
expensive, and they would be niucliniore 
contented and better oil'. He was aware 
that it would take some lime to carry 
into successful operation any such plan, 
but to his mind it is the right way to 
proceed. He was pleased to notice that 
despite the deptessioii wliicli has exist- 
ed tlie linancea of the country are im- 
proving, and that revenue is soon likely 
to meet expenditure. He believed that 
with the return of good times and the 
immense develo])nient that is taking 
place the revenue will not only 
meet expenditure but enable us 
to commence to wijie off the 
debt. \\'heii private individuals 
everywhere suffiM'cil losses ami many 
failed, when in fact nearly every person 
liecame more or less hard ti]), the gov- 
eriinient could not have been expected 
to have a full treasury or to be more 
successful in managing juiblic afl'airs 
tlian were private citizens in controlling 
private afl'airs. It is indeed a matter 
for congratulation that the finances of 
the province are in so prosperous a con- 
dition as they are and that our credit is 
so high. When a great nation like the 
United States — compact, with great 
natural resources and having had such 
a long period of continued prosperity — is 
sullering from an empty treasury and 
forced to borrow hirge sums of money to 
meet its ordinary exjiendiluri:', this 
province ought to bo thankful 
that it is not worse oil'. 
He could not conclude without making 
refereiu'e to the bereavement of Her 
Majesty the (iueen who, with her 
daughter Princess Beatrice, mourns the 
deatli of Prince Henry of Batten berg. 
He, too, must add his expression of 
loyalty to what has been brought out 
from every part of the Km])ire in con- 
sequence of the strained relations be- 
tween Great Britain and other of the 
great powers. Perhaps no part of Her 
Majesty's Empire wasmore interested in 
the outcome than British Columbia, be- 
cause we are situated at a strategic 
point of defence and attack, but he 
thoroughly believed no part of the 
Empire would more readily respond to 
the call of duty in supporting the 
motbiu' country in tli(! hour of her need. 
However all must rejoice that the oc- 
casion for war .seems to have passed 
away. (Applause. 

WEST KOOTENAV'S ME.MIIEIt. 

Mil. Kei.i.ie in seconding the motion, 
complimented the mover upon the jirin- 
ciples he had enunciated and the able 
manner in which he for the first time 
addressed tlie house. The mover had 
touched upon so many points in the 
acdress that there remained little for 
him to say, but he wished to take up a 
matter that had not been spoken of, 
namely the drain upon our resources by 
the Dominion government. FTe did not 
mean any rellection U[)on only one 
jiolitical party, for from what he had 
seen oi the speeches nf ."-^i r lliclianl Carl- 
wriglit lii^ felt sine tliat this proviiicit 
would not receive any bettei- treatineiil 
from the LibiM'al |iai-ty if in jiower than 
from the present ('onservativi? govern- 
ment. What he wished to urge was 
that the ri'presentati ves of liritish 
Columbia at < ittawa should unite, irre- 
spective of jiarty, in demanding more 
lib(u;il treatment. (living particular 
attention to his own constituency of 
West Kootenay, he showed that 
in the matter of expenditure bv 
the provincial government that 
territory had not received 
more than its right, for its contribution 
to the provincial treasury in the past 
live years has been $28.0,000 and tint pro- 
vincial expenditure there $"j;!5,000. He 
called attention to the negliHSt of the 
Dominion goveriiiiu^nt to improve the 
navigation of the Columbia river, with 
the result that trade is being diveiliMl to 
the .States that otherwise would be done 
with Canadian cities. 

The gro« ing evil of claim jumping was 
next touched upon, Mr. Kellit express- 
ing the conviction that a remedy 
can be very easily found if the legiala- 
ti'.re will apply itself to the subject. He 
referred to a very serious state of afTairs 
in the Trail Creek district, where a large 
tract of land has been granted to the 
Nelson it Fort iSheppard railway com- 
jiaiiy, who have thus been enabled to 
prevent the construction of the tiarrow 
gauge railway from Trail (.'reek to Koss- 
huid authorized by the legislature 
last session. He reminded the house 
that last session Mr. Corl)in of the Nelson 
it b'ort Sliejipanl, when the Red Jloiintain 
railway bill was under di8cussi(ui, had 
endeavored to obtain legislation on the 
strength of erroneous statements as to 
the nature of the countrv, and the same 
Mr. Corbin is blocking tlie development 
of.Trail Greek by refusing to allow the 
construction of a necessary line of rail- 
way which of necessity must pass over 
some of the lands granted to the Nelson 
it Fort Shejipard. As the members are 
no doubt aware thin matter is now being 



dragged from one, court to anqtlier. 

Tub SpEAKEn informed the lion; mem- 
ber that if the matter is still 'pending in 
the courts it must not be the Babject of 
discussion here. 

Ma. IvKi.i.ii: — Is this house going to 
allow i\I r. Corbin to hamper the devel- 
opment of Trail Creek for perhaps two 
or three years'.' 

TiiK Si'K.\Ki;i: said he had not ruled on 
that, butsimidy stated that by the rules 
of debate matters jiendiiig in the courts 
must not he discussed in the house. He 
read from May to that ell'ei^t. Ho also 
reminded Mr." KoUie that if ho would 
conline himself to the matter of the 
speech he would be more in order. 

Jill. Kiji.LTE inquired if he could deal 
with the railway matter by means of a 
motion, in a few days. 

The Si'EAKEB — When the motion 
comes up I will rule upon it. 

Mk. K.BI.LIB then proceeded to deal at 
considerable extent witli the resources 
of British Columbia, reading statistics 
to show tiieir imiuenso development 
during recent years, ami the superior 
position lield by this province, in the 
matter of debt jier capita, as compared 
with other countries and with its re- 
sources. He spoke of the enormous de- 
velopment of tlie luiiiing resources of 
AVest Ivootenay, showing that there was 
shi|)ped out of that country last year 
.$2,;i00,000 worth oi ore and 'bullion, to 
say nothing of tlie thouaanda of tons 
stacked at tbe mines ready for shipment. 
He believed, taking the conservative 
estimates of well informed men, that 
the export in the present vear will be at 
least iflO,000,000 (applause), and this 
from only one and a relatively small por 
tion of the great mining territory of 
British Columbia. He recognized that 
development such as this calls for large 
puldic expenditure, and he would not 
sujiport any government of this province 
which would not make the liberal ex- 
peiiilitures needed for this jiurpose. 

The hostile attitude of puldic men in 
the I'nited States towards everythin 
British received i\lr. Ivellie's attention 
in conclusion, ami ho read from a recent 
sjieech by Senator Frye in illustration of 
the unfriendly s|)irit to which he had re- 
ferred. 

Tin; oiM'osirio.v i.kahf.iu 

Mii. .'^K.Mi.ix said that, in the usual or 
dor, he would compliment tbe mover, as 
a new member, upon the manner in 
wliicli he had addressed the house. In 
the matter of Mr. Ivellie's remarks upon 
the drain by the hoiiiinion U))on the 
revenues of the Province, he woulil leave 
the defence of the Dominion govern- 
ment to the ministers opposite, each one 
of whom he believed is a su])i)orter of 
that government. He sympathized with 
the complaint made by Mr. ICellie as to 
^tr. Coruin's actions, but thought that 
the provincial government must be put 
upon their defence for having placed 
I\Ii. Corbin in a position to act as he haa 
done. Dealing with the provincial finan- 
ces, he held that the public accounts just 
submitted show a condition of affairs 
not to the credit of the administration. 
The exi)onditure has been far in excess 
of the estimate — in excess of the amount 
voted by the legislature in the exercise 
of one of their most important func- 
tions. He would like to know on 
what principle this extra money was 
distributed, for an ap|)lication from 
his '->wii ilislrict had been refused 
oil the ground that no apfirojjriation 
i had been made by the legislature. Tlie 
j accounts, however, show that the gov- 
ernment have Imh'ii acting independent 
of the legislature, and he would like to 
ascertain what particular districts have 
thereby benefited and why thejj have 
been specially favored. Before this dis- 
cussion closes he wished to hear many 
other things referred to. He had al- 
ways advocated encouragement to agri- 
cultural develo|)nu'iit, upon which the 
lermanent prosperity of the country 
must deiieiid, as shown by the history 
of other countries. The ]iroviiice sliould 
bi' made at least self-sup])soting so far 
as agr cnltuia I products are concerned. 
While iiiiiiing jiopulation is mure or h^ss 
transient agincultural settlement is (ler- 
maiient, and shouhl not be neglecteti 
even though mining is being encoura". 
and developed, i le saw no silver lining 
to the cloud over the farming po]iuh 
tion of this province. He wanted some 
enlightenment as to certain oflicers of 
the government who have deen declared 
defaulters or who have been dismissed, 
and he asked why the members of the 
government have been so remiss as to 
allow these irregularities to go on for 
years without lieing aware of them. 
He asked who are to be the 
ultimate losers, in the matter for 
iiistan,'e of the dehcieney said to exist 
ill (he iiitesstate estates fund — though he 
held that the province is morally lioimd 
to stand the loss. He held that tliegov- 
I'riiiiieiit has been, in its general adinin- 
islratiiiii, careless, extravagant and ic- 
ellii'lent, and for cvideni'e retened to t' e 
items in the [lublic; accijunts. He criti- 
cised the maintenance of an establish- 
iiieiit ni hondou at the expense of the 
province and held tiiat it is altogether 
useless. He wished to refer in coindu- 
sion to the declaration of policymade to- 
day by the Premier, and in which he 
irould see no difference as comjiared 
with that declared by the govern- 
ments from time to time for the past 
fourteen years. The expansive treasury 
constantly referred to is being followeil 
right up In' an expansive civil service 
system. The policy of railway develop- 
ment has so hir cinly resulted in involv- 
ing the jiroviiici; in linaiifial reHp(>nsi))il- 
ities, and oll'ers no encouragement, for 
furtlusr ell'orts in this direction. Kimior 
says that the Finance .Ministerlias given 
his iironiise in London that lie will not 
ask for any further loan for three years, 
and if this i)roini8e is kept he inferred 
from the speech made by Mr. Ivellie to- 
day that that gentlemen will be 
found on the opposition side in 
earnest, roundly condemning the govern- 
mentfor not making tbe -liberal expen- 
ditures desired in his district. As to 
the policy of the opposition, if the gov- 
ernment arc to shield thcmSL .ves behind 
the vote of the bouse in the matter of 
some constituencies the opjiosition will 
insist that with respect to other constit- 
uencies the government shall be held to 
the same rule. 

THE PREMIEn'S REPLY. 

IIox. .T. II. TcitNi:it in reply said he 
would not be drawn by the remarks of 
the leader of the opposition into the dis- 
cussion of a Doniiniou political issue 
with whicli the househad nothing to do. 
He would not s])oakal length to-day, be- 
cause the remarks of the leader of the 
opposition had been so largely devoted 
to the fliiances, which will be fully dealt 
with at another time. He found that 
the lion, gentleman was very grievously 
in error in his statements about the dis- 
crepancy between the expenditure and 
the estimates, as he would show in detail 



on another occasion. As to the railway 
encouragement given in the past, it is 
true that the revenue received from the 
Shuswap ct Okanagan railway does not 
come up to the interest on the bonds, 
but he wished to i)oint out that the 
rates charged on that rail vay have been 
kept very low, with great advantage to 
the country served. lie thought it very 
likely that this line will be soon con- 
nected with anot her running into the 
ICootenay country, which must result in 
a very great increase in the receipts. 
iVs to the Nakusp it Slocan railway, its 
construction has enabled some of the 
very richest mines in the countr}' 
to bo prolitably developed, and 
there is evidence that in a very few 
years the forty percent, of the gross re- 
ceipts which is to be paid to the pro- 
vince will be largely in excess of the in- 
terest on the bonds. It therefore prom- 
ises to be a paying concern apart alto- 
gether from the great benefit which it 
has conferred upon the country sers'ed. 
As to Mr. Semliii's remark that he had 
beard a rumor that tlie Finance Minister 
had proniiseil not to ask another loan for 
three years, that is more that a 
rumor, it is a fact wdiich was 
published in tbe prospectus, based 
upon his expectations as to the Inisiness 
of the province, and the term of three 
years being mentioned because that 
would be the life of this legislature, be- 
yond which he had not cared to go. He 
thought the promise had hud an excel- 
lent efTect, aa shown by the price 're- 
ceived for the loan. 

.Mil. CoTTO.v said the statement just 
made by the Premier seemed simply to 
show thhs — that he believes it will take 
the sum of $800,000 to tide us over the 
next two years. 

Ho.N. Mu. Ti'K.Mut rose to (Mrrect the 
lion, gentleman, and to reiieat what he 
had said — that lie felt sure that there 
would be no occasion for a loan liefore the 
close of the present legislature's term of 
otiice, beyond which he did not wish to 
appear to bind the government. 

Mk. Cotton continuing, said that the 
only other meaning he could attach to 
the statement was that the government 
extiect to go out of office at the next 
general election. (Laughter.) He thought 
the leader of the oiiposition had very 
properly attacked that part of the 
speech of the Lieutenant-Governor deal- 
ing with tlie finances. He felt com- 
pelled to touch upon this subject, not- 
withstanding that the Finance Minister 
declines to discuss it at this time, be- 
cause there was very little else in the 
speech laid before the house. The bal 
ance sheets contained in the ])ublic ae 
counts show that on the ;!Otli .June, ISill 
the liabilities over assets amounted to 
$2,10t),000 and in one year afterward 
the adverse balance had increased to $3,- 
425,00d— showing that the province has 
pone behind more than a million dollars 
m one year! He held that no particular 
public work could be put forward as a 
reason for that. He joined in the ex- 
pressions of regret at the retirement of 
Hon. Theodore 1 hivio, whom all woul" 
admit to have lieen a tower of strength 
to the government, but though the ad 
ministration meets the house under ; 
new leader, it must be regarded as prac 
tically the same government wdiicli has 
liceii in oftice for a great many years 
past. He referred back to the present 
i'imuice Minister's budget.speecli in LSS.S, 
when he jiromised that by IS'.tl delicits 
would be a thing of the past, yet they 
have gone on since from year to year 
until that of ISDo is by far the greatest 
on record. lie felt that the country is 
suirering from a deficit in talent 
on the part oi the administration 
as well as a financial deficit. He 
criticised'the action of the government 
in the matter of the proposed survey of 
the l'"raser river for the purpose of luc 
paring a plan for the prevention of 
tloods, upon which -the Dominion gov- 
erniiient were prepared to spend ^'jr),- 
OOO provided a similar sum were 
voted by the province. He thought the 
house was entitled to demand from the 
government some clear and delinite 
jiolicy. He wanted to know wdietlier 
the proposed aiiieiidmeiit to the public 
school act is to lie an attetrjpt to throw 
furtlier responsibilities upon the rural 
municipalities, and whether the bill re 
lating to the assessment act will provide 
for still further taxation. He would 
scarcely be surprised at anything which 
might be proposed by this government. 

Hon'. Coi.. Baici:i{, after congratulating 
fclie mover and seronder, took up tlie re- 
marks of the Ik^ii. leiulcr of the oiiposi- 
tion where he placed upon the govern- 
ment the responsibility for juitting Mr. 
Corbin in a position to obstruct another 
railway in the Trail Creek district, and 
in reply lie showed that Mr. Corbin got 
his traiicliise by a private bill, passed bv 
the legislature without any inleiventioii 
on the jiart, of the government. An at- 
teuipt had been made to tlirow upon the 
government the blame for the depres- 
sion in agricultm-e,. though as is well 
known it is woritl-wide. As to the 
alleged interference with the expendi- 
ture by the Dominion govern- 
ment of !|i25,000i for a comprehen- 
sive survey of the Kraser river, 
he explained as already ])oinle(l 
out tliat the schi'iiie of dyking to wliicli 
that was to lead up would be so costiv 
in its nature as to be altogether beyond 
the value of the result, seeing that there 
was already in )irogress the tiyking of 
the I'itt .Meadi>ws and other of the more 
valuable of the lands to be benefited. In 
the matter oi the encouragement of 
farniiiig generally, the government have 
given it every attention in their jiower. 

Mu. Swtuti) dealt with the matter of 
the dyking survey, holding that there is 
no scheme at present under way which 
will benefit the lands of those who suf- 
fered by the floods of 1894. He claimed 
that these were to have been the special 
beneficiaries from the grant made by the 
legislature hut never used, and that 
wiiatever necessity there was originally 
for the proposed survey still remains. 
He thought it had been a severe shock 
to many of the farmers along the Eraser 
when they found that the pledge given 
to them by the Provincial Secretary had 
been broken. Ho next dealt witli tlie 
statements m the Public Accounts as to 
the conversion of the debt, in which he 
considered too high premiums are being 
jiaid. He moved the adjournment of 
tiie debate. 

Jfotion agreed to. 

Hon. Mr. Turner presented the formal 
resolution respectingtheaddresBof condor 
lencp relative to the death of Prince Hen- 
ry of Battenberg, agreed to on Thursday 
last. The address was read and formal- 
ly adopted.

The following are among the provi- 
sions of the bills introduced by the At- 
torney ( ieneral yesterday : 

Fire districts are to bo created under 
the bill for the jiresurvation of forests, 
and in the territory .so ])rescril>t>d it will 
not be lawful, under heavy penalties, to 
set out lire in or near the wiKjds from 
the 1st of May to the Ls't '.,'f '.Vt'.>''er, ex- 
cept under certain specilied conditions. 
.•\.nd locomotives or engines running 
thniugh such districts are to have safety 
aiiiiLaiices on them. This act will re- 
peal the liush fires act of 1890. 

The bill respecting Injuries by ani- 
mals running at large- prohibits allowing 
Bwine or stallions to run at large at any 
time; rams from Ist August to 1st No- 
vember ; and bulls from' 1st JIarcli to 1st 
December. Provision is made for secur- 
ing compensation from the owners for 
damages done by dogs or swine. 

A siiiii>le means is provided by the 
hill relating to benevolent and frieiully 
so('ieti(!s f(n' the iiiLt)rporation of all 
organizations of those and kindred 
iiatureH, including athletic clubs. The 
new act will take the place of four exist- 
ing statiiti's — the Literary Societies, 
iieligious Institutions, Charitable .Vsso- 
ciations and Benevolent Societies acts. 

The acts of IS'dti on that subject are to 
be repealed under the bill for the better 
regulation of traffic on highways. This 
makes it obligatory for one vehicle meet- 
ing or being overtaken by another to 
turn out to the loft unless it would be 
dangerous or difUcuIt to do so. 

Tlie bill for the consolidation and 
amendment of the law relating to dower 
declares, besides tliirii en other sections, 
that " Ko widow shall hereafter bo en- 
titled to dower ad ostium ecclesiie or 
dower ex assensu jiatris."

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CHAPTER VIII. 

"Wo will on when you are roiuly, " 
Bays Don SiuK'hoz, turniiif^ to us. 

"Ayp," K'ow'od Jack in my ear, 
"with all my heart. "For if these 
fricuds bo of the Kamo kidney as Don 
Lopez, wo may bo ]U'r,-;nadcd to take a 
better road, which God forbid if this bo 
a sample of their prefereuce. " 

So being iu our saddles forth we set 
once moro and on a path no easier than

.'^o wo with very dismal f( irelr idings 
trudge on, having; no otlier course t(!

protection of a Spaniard, but to no great 
effect — our faith being already shaken 
iu his valuation of Siianiards. 

Quitting the tableland, ten minutes ol 
lea])iug and seraiiibliiif; brought us to a 
collection of miserable huts built all big 
gledy piggledyou the edge of a torrent, 
overtopped by a square building of more 
con.-eqnence, built of graystone and 
ro(jl'e(l wilii ilale shingles, but with 
notliijig but ill shaiied lioles for win- 
dows, aiul this Don Lopez, with some 
pride, told us was his castello. A ragged

No Water Coinnaittee to Be Appointed 
—Good Templars Make Strong 
Statements. 



Although the city council met shiiri 
at the stroke of'8 last evening, the list 
of business had not been more than half 
exhausted w-lien the hour of 11 was 
readied, and according to the rule, 
which Mayor Beaveu pronounced the 
most remarkable piece of legislation he 
bad ever encountered, the meetiu}; 
adjourned. In order to close up tin' 
unfinished programme for the -week and 
also to disjiose of certain by-laws re- 
(piiring despatidi the council will meet 
again this e-, ening. 

Instead of taking U)) comnuiniciitions 
in their usual order, the business last 
evening was introduced with the con- 
sideration of the Assessment lloll by- 
law (,Vld. Williams), which passed its 
first and second readings and was coni- 
iiiitted w-ithout debate. In cuiiiinillee 
Aid. Cameron and iMacmillan took ex- 
i-eiition to tlie wording of the second 
section of the by-law, providing that 
land be assessed at its actual cash value, 
" as it would be appraised in payment 
of a just debt from a solvent debtor.'' 
Till! aldermen named contended that 
the wording quoted opened the doors to 
numerous abi^ses, and Aid. Mncmillan 
urged a general reduction of valuations. 
His Worshij) the Mayor pointed out that 
not only was the by-law drafted on the 
lines of" the Municipal act, but the words 
used -were those employed in judicial in- 
terpretation of assessment laws all over 
the world, and hence the best possible 
phrasing to employ. The section jiass- 
ed without further discussion. Section 
three provided for an important depar- 
ture from the rule of last year, assessing 
iinpiovements iit 20 jier cent, of their 
actual value, and gave power to assess 
iinprovements at 50 per cent, of value 
should this course be found necessary. 
Aid. Ooroeron, Macmillan and Marchant 
at once took exception to the possibility 
contained in the section, of making im- 
provements IJear in their tflsation the 
iiurden of a considerable deficit — they 
were opposed to placing arlditional tiix- 
atiim upon improvements and allowing 
real property to esciijie wil li a reduction. 
Aid. Iluiupbrey, Williams and Glover 
pointed out that the assessnieiit had no- 
thing to do with the lixiiig of the rate; 
the section merely proviiled for a possi- 
ble emergency while itself determining 
nothing. The argtiment of Aid. Mac- 
millan and Cameron resulted in the in- 
troduction by them of an amendment to 
reduce the ])roposed assessment of iin- 
provements from 50 to 25 per cent., this 
aniendincnt being lost on a division. 
The assessor ia required by the now 
by-law to enter upon the preparation of 
the roll at once, and to return the roll to 
the clerk on or before the fourth Satur- 
day in April. The by-law having been 
reported complete without amendment, 
it was iironiptly given its third reading 
and finally disjiosed of. 

On communications being at last 
reached, a letter. from Mr. II. D. Helinc- 
ken, M.l'.P., was read, uigingthe (coun- 
cil to tiresent as s])eedily as possible any 
suggc.stioiis that they may have to otl'er 
in regiiril to ilesirable amendments to 
the municipal act. 'This was ordered lo 
bo acknow-ledged and was tabled for 
further consideration. 

Tlios. C. Sorby again urged the justice 
of paying hiiii without further delay tlie 
premium won in the competition of 
plans for the proposed permanent road- 
way over .lames bay. He Urged that he 
liad complied with all the requirements 
of the comjietition and that the work 
could bo carried out for the amount 
specified. In the discussion which the 
reading of the conimunication proihiced 
it was generally admitted that entire 
justice had not been done Mr, Sorby, 
although Aid. Humphrey contended

S. (t. Campbell, on Tiehalf of the sign- 
ers of the recently piesentetl petition 
that the otliee of tire chief be made 
elective, nsked that this petition be re- 
cijusidered by the Gouncll and presented 
to the legislature with a view to the 
ainendinent of the Municipal Act. The 
rccoiit^ideration of. the jietition was ruled 
out of order, the formality of notice not 
having been given, and the communi- 
cation Was hied, a motion by Aid. .Mar- 
chant to lay it on the table until a 
legislative eoiiimittec shall have been 
appoiiitod, having been voted down. 

'riio gi'aiul secretary of Uie I.O.G.T. in 
this province, transmitted the following 
resolutions of the grand lodge, to which 
respectful attention was invited: 
^ " Whereas the Independent Order of 
Cood Temiilars has for its ]nirposc the 
savinji of the fallen and also the keeping 
of the young pure and virtuous; and 
whereas we have noticed w.th inofound 
reiriet and shame the fact that the 
young men of our province are exposed 
to urciit temptation not only by the open 
saloon but b^ open gambling dens, and 
the legalisation of tne sale of liquor in 
chibs witliont the ordinary restrictions 
commonly placed on the traffic ; and 
whoreas many complaints have been 
ininle of the drinking of into.xicants by 
pulice ollicors while on iltity, thus causi- 
iiig theiii to disregard open violations of 
gambling; and whereas it is also no- 
torious that some of the saloon keepers 
violate the law in regard to selling liquor 
to minors, incluiliiig cliiliiron of tender 
ai;e ; 

"Therefore be it resolved that we, the 
members of the Ciruiid Lodge of the 
I.O.ti.'r. here assembled in tlie city of 
^V^<jtH'instor, B.C., do hereby request 
the Premier and .Vtlorney-General of this 
province, the mayors of our cities, and 
the reeves of our niunieipalities to put 
in force fully and <iuickly the laws 
against Sunday selling of intoxicants, 
against gambling, against the drinking of 
otlicors while on duty, and against the 
selling of intoxicants to minors." 

-•Vld. Williams and 'I'iarks moved that 
the i;oniniunication be referred to the 
I)olic;e commissioners; Aid. Macmillan 
and >Iarcliant wanted to go further and 
aild to the motion the endorsation of the 
council in the matters of coniphiinl; 
Aid. (.'lover thought that it w-as only 
necesnary for the clerk to inform the 
secretary of the Oiood Templars that the 
council had already taken action and 
Victoria w-as now ab.solutcly pure, so far 
as gambling and kindred evils are con- 
cerned. The amendment introduced by 
Aid. >Iactnillan and Marchant was lost 
on division and the original motion 
adopted. 

Several requests for minor street im- 
provements were considered and referred 
to the coinmitteo, while the city engi- 
neer was empowered to authorize the 
is.Hic tf) .-Vrchitect A. C. Ewart of a sufli- 
cient quantity of six-inch pipe to enable 
the property at the corner of Courtenay 
and Ciordon streets to be jiroiierly 
drained. 

In reference to the contract for water- 
works improvements at Lieaver Lake, a 
memorandum was submitted by the 
Mayor, acconipanyiiig a recommendation 
from the engineer in charge that, owing 
to had weather and strikes having 
gi'eatly interfered with their operations, 
Messrs. Walkely, King & Casey be al- 
lowed until the Slst dav of March next 
for the completion of the works Under 
their contract. 

Am). Macmillan, before the council 
adopted the recommendation of the en- 
gineer, moved tliattlieMayor be requested 
to make iiupiirN as to whether or not the 
section of the contract prohibiting the 
eniploynieiit of alien laljor had been dis- 
regarded by the contractors. He con- 
tended that residents had been entirely 
no^'lecled by the contractors, and that 
the strikes referred to had resulted 
directly from the ill-treatment of their 
men by the contractors, albeit they 
cliurged their employes the highest pos- 
sible rate for their board. Under all the 
ciicniiistances he believed that the full 
penalty of .t 100 a day forfeit shjuld be 
exacted by the city. 
_ Ai.D. \Vii*Ij1am8 seconded this resolu- 
tion, and dwelt upon the care that had 
been taken to secure for residents of Vic- 
toria the labor at the lake. He had 
been informed that the bargain made by 
the city with the contractors had been 
violated by them in every particular as 
regards the eiuploymeiit of labor and 
treatiiieiit of employes. He hoped that 
the Mayor would be authorized to make 
the desired in(|uiry and would give the 
suiijcct fair and impartial coiisideralioii. 

Ai.D. \Vii.soN, wliile lie had opposed 
the granting of the contract originally 
to Walkely, King Casey, was anxious 
now that the contract had been given 
that they should have fair play. He 
denied that the men at the lake were 
given inferior board, and held that the 
reeoiiiinendationsof the engineer should 
be endorsed in the interest of a good 
piece of w'ork being done and the city 
therebv iea))ing the heiielit. 

'This view of the matter w-as concurred 
in by Aid. Partridge, who stated that 
^Viillicly, K iuii it Casey had employed 
all the reBitlents of Victoria w-ho would 
ai'cept Work; and .\ld. Marchant, who 
desired, however, that the complaint as 
to ili<! non-employment of residents 
slioukl receive consideration. 

.Vi.o. HuMi'UUEY would vote for the 
roBoliition so that the matter of com- 
plaint might be fully investigated. He 
was aware that the food supplied by 
Walkuley, King & Casey to their em- 
ployee Was part of the time at least unfit 
to eat. As some of the members of the 
board had said, the contractors had not 
secured all the men they required ; but

these councillors had forgotten to ex- 
plain that it was Ijecause of the unjust 
conditions iniiioscd by tliecoiitractors. 

Ai,i). C.iMKiio.N clialleiigeil the truth of 
tlie stateiiieiit made by one of his col- 
li?agucs at the hoard that " the contrac- 
tors had broken their bargain witli the 
city in every iubtiuice" ; and endorsed 
the recommendation for an extension of 
time. 

Ai.ii. 'Ti.'kiiKs would vote for an exten- 
sion of time liecause the engineer had 
declared such extension in the interest 
of the city ; and 

Ald. Gloveu expressed his sympathy 
for the Mayor in the event of his being 
called upon to make the inquiry pro- 
posed. 

The resolution was then put to the 
vote and adopted on a division of 5 to 4. 

Recomn-endations w-ere liled by the 
finance comniitteefor appropriations out 
of the general funds of .tl, 158.50, and of 
.'f3,(i43.'l5 under the head of education. 

Several important suggestions were 
embodied iii a report from the Old 
Folks' Hume committee, which among 
other things advised that increased re- 
strictions be lulopted in connection with 
llie admission of inniates, a form simi- 
lar to that adopted by the provincial 
government being used and provi- 
sion being made for the payment to the 
city of any incomes or annuities pos- 
sessed by indigent persons becoming in- 
mates of the home. The committee also 
advised a number of minor repairs and 
the purchase of necessary supplies, as 
well as inquiry as to the cost of e(iuip- 
ping a suitable laundry in connection 
with the home. The report w-as adojit- 
ed with slight anieudments. 

The streets conunittee in their report, 
which also passed, advised the construc- 
tion of a sidewalk on llenrj- street ; 
stated in respouse to 3Ir. Beaumont 
Boggs' communication that the Burn- 
side road drain is receiving attention; 
and pointed out for the beiielit of tlie 
residents of Pine and Hereward streets, 
Victoria West, that the city is ready to 
extend the sidewalk on Hereward street 
so soon as it is opened up to Pine and the 
street is formaMy transferred to the city. 

On motion of Aid. Cameron, Mr. Jas. 
L. Raymur was authorized to proceed 
with the audit of the School Board ac- 
counts — the formal resolution in this 
j respect having been suggested by the 
' Mayor. 

Aid Williams' name appeared as sec- 
onder on the resolution of which Aid. 
Macmillan liad given notice respecting a 
conference in regard to the Craigflower 
road dispute, Iho motion passii'.g without 
opposition. 

.Vld. Marchant moved, seconded by 
Aid. Williams, " That the City Treasur- 
er bo iiistructe<l to demand torthwith 
the payment of the amounts levied un- 
der the authorit.v of the Branch Sewers 
Construction Assessment By-law," as set 
forth in the schedule. It was explained 
that 120 days Irom demand were allowed 
for payment, and this resolution, too, 
passed without opposition. 

The formation of a legislative commit- 
tee was decided upon, on the motion of 
.Aid. Marchant and Cameron, this com- 
mittee being named by the Mayor to 
consist of Aid. Marchant, Cameron and 
H umphiey. 

At. 1). M.MiciiAxr moved, seconded by 
Aid. Iliuuiihrev, " that the Mayor be 
requested lo appoint a water committee 
to act us an advi.sory board with the 
water com missioner." Tliis i-e.^olntion 
Aid. Marchant discuB.sed at considerable 
length, holding a committee to be im- 
peratively necessary in view of the large 
amount of water works revenue, the un- 
expended loans and the importance of 
this branch of civic work. 

The Mayor in explanation of his posi- 
tion in the matter said that his reason 
for not apjjointing the committee was 
that it was entirelv unnecessarj' — a fifth 
wheel to the coacii. The w-ork of this 
dejiartment of the city was by statute 
placed in tlie control of a commissioner 
ai)i)iiited by the council; and he did not 
consider it right to ask the elected rep- 
resentatives of the iieojde to serve under 
a commissioner of their ow-n apjioint- 
ment. The right of inquirj' in water- 
works matters was possessed by every 
alderman, and it would only introduce 
complications uniieces.sarily to appoint 
a committee for whose existence there 
w as no practical reason or excuse. 

Aid. Humphrey endorsed Aid. Mar- 
chant'S position ; so also did Aid. Mac- 
millan. The three aldermen named 
alone voted for the resolution, which 
was accordingly declared lost. 

.Among the imijorlaiil iteinsof business 
to receive consiilciation this evening is a 
resolution by .Aid. Marchant, to abolish 
on .lanuary .'31 instant the oflices of 
assistant treasurer and collector, water 
collectors (2), and collector of provincial 
revenue, roail am! dog taxes, and to 
elect three t^oUoctors who under the 
direction of the treasurer shall collect 
jointly all the taxes mentioned. The 
motion further provides that each of the 
proposed collectors itirnish bonds in the 
sum of if2,000, and that " the re- 
muneration of each of the said col- 
lectors shall be a salary equal to 
and at the rate of one equal third part of 
3 per cent, of the total amount collected 
by all of them, each collector to give the 
whole of his time to the work of col- 
lection, and not to be at liberty to en- 
gage in any other occtiiiatioii during the 
general oflico liiiurs of from 9 a.m. to 
5 p.m." 

Until this resolution is dis])osed of a 
communication presented to the council 
last evening by iMr. ¥. l-llworthy, secre- 
tary of the Municipal Reform Associa- 
tion, remains on the table, It accom- 
panies a resolution of that body'to the 
following effect: ■
